LITTLE ‘MUTT’ MOUR 
AIDED REFUGEES, AGED 


LINCOLN, Eng. (AP)—Citizens 
of this cathedral city paid tribute to- 
day to its most famous charity worker 
—an aged dog named Snip. 

Snip’s body lay in state at the 
home of his owner, 62-year-old Henry 
Tyler. Beside the tiny, black-draped 
coffin stood the small wooden bucket 
in which Snip over the years collected 
nearly £5,000 ($14,000) for charity. 

The city is considering erecting a 
monument to the dog. 

Snip’s charity work began 14 
years ago when Tyler, who operated 
a market stall, put the puppy up for 
sale. 

Dezens of people walked by, petted 
the pup, smiled and walked on. 

“Nobody offered to buy him,” said 
Tyler, “so | decided to keep the little 


fellow. But I was impressed by the 
way people wanted to pet him.” 

At the timea fund was being 
raised for victims of a flood.. Tyler 
put up a sign charging a penny 4 
stroke and was surprised at the num- 
ber of people who petted and dropped 
a coin.” 

The original venture having 
proved a success, Tyler—and Snip—- 
began raising money for dinners for 
the aged.

Snip also raised funds for the Hurt
